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“Ghe Resurrected Body 


HAVE felt that God has wanted me 

to write on this subject for some 
time so today as I sit meditating on the 
We-d of God I will write a few points 
concerning the resurrected body. I’ve had 
several to ask me about this_ subject. 
Some seem to think we will be a spirit 
(or vapor). Let us notice God’s Word 
on this subject. 

Text: i Cor. 15:50, “Now this I say, 
brethren, that flesh and blood cannot in- 
herit the kingaom of God; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption.” Now 
the resurrected body will not be flesh and 
blood for flesh and blood cannot inherit 
the kingdom of God. 

THE BLOOD 


The office of the blood is to convey to 
the tissues of the body that are wasting 
away, the elements that will keep them 
in repair. Hunger and thirst are na 
ture’s warning that the body is wasting 
away and must have food and water to 
replace the waste, or the body will die. 
But when we get our resurrected body 
we will neither hunger nor thirst any 
more (Rev. 7:16). This is a sign that 
our bodies will waste away no more. In 
heaven there will be no sickness or 
death, both of which are caused by cor- 
ruption. And there will be no necessity 
for night, for night is for sleep and sleep 
is not necessary where there is no need 
for recuperation. Neither shall there be 
any more pain (Rev. 21:4). “And God 
shall wipe away all tears from. their 
eyes and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall 
there be any more pain: for the former 
things are passed away.” Pain is caused 
by diseased tissues, therefore we will 
have no diseased tissues in heaven and 
will need no blood. 

THE BODY 

But while we shall not have a body of 
flesh and blood, we shall have a body of 
flesh and bones such as Jesus had after 
His resurrection.. Luke 24:39. “Behold 
my hands and my feet, that it is I my- 
self: handle me, and see; for a spirit 
hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me 
have.” V. 40, “And when he had thus 
spoken, he shewed them his hands and 
his feet.” Christ’s body was drained of 
its blood during the trial when they 
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whipped Him with the Roman scourge 
and the blood trinkled down His back, 
and when the soldier thrust the spear 
into His side and out came blood and 
water. John 19:34, “But one of the sol- 
diers with a spear pierced his side, forth- 
with came there out blood and water.” 
All that was laid in the tomb was flesh 
and bones. Physicians tell us that the 
bursting of a human heart is caused by 
a draining of all the blood of the body to 
the heart which bursts under the pres- 
sure. If this be true then Christ’s heart 
had bursted before the sac that held it 
was pierced by the Roman _§soldier’s 
spear, and so His whole body was drain- 
ed of what blood was left in it after the 
bloody sweat of Gethsemane and_ the 
hemorrhage of the nails being driven i: 
His hands and feet. So flesh and bones 
was all that was laid in the grave, and 
naturally flesh and bones was what He 
arose with. 

Now our body will be difierent to some 
extent. It will be a body adapted to the 
spirit world and such a body will require 
a frame-work. That frame-worx will ke 
of bones, suitable for the spiritual body, 
thus our spiritual body will be a vehicle 
adapted to every need of our spirit, and 
be able to convey us anywhere in the 
universe of God. Our bodies will differ 
from our present body in the resurrection 
as the butterfly differs from the cater- 
pillar from which it arose in resurrec- 
tion from the grave of the cocoon. What 
I mean by this is that we may be sown 
or put into the grave with scars of sin, 
be disfigured in this world by suffering 
and disease and pain, but thanks be to 
God, when we come forth with our resur- 
rected body (our glorified body) there 
will be no marks of sin. When the cater- 
pillar goes into the cocoon he is a worm 
but when he comes forth he is a beau- 
tiful butterfly. Let us notice the charac- 
ter of the resurrected body. Paul says 
that it is sown in corruption, it is raised 
in incorruption. 

THE CHANGE 

It is sown in corruption, this is a true 
saying. It is sown in foul rottenness. 
That is, it is put into the grave to waste 
away. Let us notice Job 19:25, 26. “For I 
know that my redeemer liveth, and that 


he shall stand at the latter day upon the 
earth; and though after my skin worms 
destroy this body yet in my flesh shall 
I see God.” Though Job lived 1520 B. C. 
he looked down thru time and saw by 
an eye of faith and believed he would 
come forth in his flesh. Let us notice 
Phil. 3:20, 21. “For our conversation is 
in heaven; from whence also we look 
for the Savior, the Lord Jesus Christ: 
Who shall change our vile body, that it 
may be fashioned like unto his glorious 
body, according to the working whereby 
he is able even to subdue all things unto 
himself.” Then Jesus had flesh and bones 
when He arose and He was taken up 
with flesh and bones and shall come 
back in the same manner. Acts 1:9-11. 
Then if we are changed lixe unto His glo- 
rious body we shall have flesh and 
bones. The body is to be sown in corrup- 
tion, it is to be raised in incorruption. 1 
John 3:2. “It doth not yet appear what 
we shall be, but we know that when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him, for 
this corruption must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortal- 
ity.” 1 Cor. 15:53, 54. “Then death shall 
be swallowed up in victory.” Oh, glory to 
God for the happy day when the undress- 
ed soul shall put on fadeless beauty and 
undying glory of the resurrected body. 
That will be the Easter of all Easters, 
when the Lord shall give the shout and 
the dead in Christ shall come forth with 
the resurrected body, and meet the Lord 
in the air. Thank God! 

1 Thess. 4:13-18. We are sown in dis- 
honor, we are raised in glory. We are 
sown in weakness and raised in power. 
If we die a child of God we shall come 
forth with power in the resurrection. 
Not only will God display His power in 
the resurrection, upheaving graves, 
breaking into vaults, and_ shattering 
moslems if necessary, but the body 
will be possessed of power. It means on 
enlargement of our present faculties. 

SIGHT 

Our present range of vision is limit- 
ed. If we want to see at any distance we 
use a telescope but when we get our glo- 
rified body we can see the spirit objects. 
Let us notice 2 Kings 6:15-17. No doubt 
if our spiritual vision were opened we 
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could see spirit beings about us. Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s vision was opened and he 
saw the Son of man in the fiery furnace. 
Dan, 3:24, 25. 


HEARING 


Our hearing is also defective. There 
are sounds too low or too high for our 
human ears. We can hear the footsteps 
of men and horses, but if we want to hear 
the footfalls of flies we must use the 
microphone. We can multiply the power 
of human voice by the use of the mega- 
phone, and the telephone increases the 
power of the ear. If man invents such 
things to augment human power of hear- 
ing what will be the results when God 
endows it with the power of the resur- 
rected body? 


TASTE 


Taste implies a mouth, tongue, palate, 
and digestive organs. This may raise the 
thought (or question) of eating and 
drinking in the next world. Why not? 
Jesus ate in His resurrected body. Mark 
14:25, “Verily I say unto you, I will 
drink no more of the fruit of the vine 
until that day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God.” Luke 24:41. “Aad 
while they yet believed not for joy, and 
wondered, he said unto them, Have ye 
here any meat? And they gave him a 
piece of broiled fish, and of an honey 
comb. And he took it, and did eat before 
them.” Acts 10:40, 41. “Him God raised 
up the third day and shewed him open- 
ly; not to all the people but unto wit- 
nesses chosen before of God, even to us, 
who did eat and drink with him after he 
rose from the dead.” Now we in Rev. 
22:2 find a tree of life which bears its 
fruit every month and twelve manner of 
fruit. It is for the overcomer. Rev. 2:7. 
“He that hath an ear, let him hear what 
the Spirit saith unto the churches; To 
him that overcometh will I give to eat 
of the tree of life, which is in the midst 
of the paradise of God.” 

While we have seen that there will be 
n° occasion for eating in the next world 
to supply the waste of the body, yet no 
doubt one of the pleasures of the heaven- 
ly world will be eating and drinking. 


MEMORY 


How quickly we are to forget! But the 
fault is not with the mind, but the brain 
We all know that sickness and old age 
affects the memory, but when we reach 
that land where there is no sickness and 
where we will never grow old, then the 
brain shall be perfect in its power, and 
memory shall never fail or fade. The 
words of Abraham to the rich man, Luke 
16:25, “SON, REMEMBER,” is an impli- 
cation that the “worm shall never die.”To 
the wicked will be memory.We sometimes 
say, “I have a poor memory.” We mean 
we have a poor rememberer. Memory is 
like the recording cylinders of a phono- 
graph. It preserves the doings of our 
life, and in judgment will recall every 
idle word. We believe when we come 
forth with the resurrected body that our 
brain will be perfect for the <urse of 
sin will be gone. Thank God, with the 
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resurrected body we will need no X-ray, 
telephone, nor wireless to communicate 
with each other. 

SMELLING 

No doubt our smelling will be in- 
creased for if there will be trees, Rev. 
22:2; Ezek. 47:12, there will be flowers. 
We believe that the paradise of God will 
be all that heart can wish for and to 
some extent it will be like the garden of 
Eden which may have been made up of 
flowers, trees, and vegetables. Who 
knows? Then if flowers will be there, 
smelling would be necessary. We will 
leave this to the reader’s conclusion. 
These are my thoughts. We believe that 
our senses will be improved (or receive 
greater power with our _ resurrected 
body). 

Of course this picture we have painted 
with words is to the people of God. That 
is, the beautiful part of it. But there is 
a dark side to the resurrection of the 
wicked. If the resurrection of the right- 
eous is to life, the resurrection of the 
wicked to damnation. John 5:28, 29. 
“Marvel not at this, for the hour is com- 
ing (future tense) in the which all 
they that have done evil unto the resur- 
rection of damnation.” Please read Rev. 
20:12-15. I will here give V. 15, “And 
whosoever was not found written in the 
book of life was cast into the lake of 
fire.” 

FEELING 

This would call our mind to feeling. 
We believe that emotion will be part of 
the torture of everlasting punishment, 
also part of the joy in heaven. Rev. 21:7, 
8, “He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things; and I will be his God and he 
shall be my son. But the fearful, and un- 
believing, and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall have 
their part in the lake which burneth 
with fire and brimstone; which is the 
second death.” When we die and leave 
this world our soul doesn’t die. It takes 
its flight to its abiding place till the 
resurrection, either in heaven (or para- 
dise) or hell. If they are in heaven they 
are resting; if in hell, they are being 
punished. Luke 18:19-31. The rich man 
lifted up his eyes in hell. He was tor- 
mented in flames. His body was in the 
grave, but his soul was in hell. He had 
his memory, sight, hearing, feeling, 
taste, for he saw Abraham, remembered 
Lazarus, wanted water, felt the flames, 
heard Abraham talk, knew the past and 
saw the future—his five brothers com- 
ing to hell. This is not a parable for 
Christ said, “There was a certain rich 
man, * * * and a certain beggar” (posi- 
tive). And again if this were to be in 
the future Christ would not have said 
“hell” but the “lake of fire” for after the 
resurrection there will be no hell, it will 
be the lake of fire; for death and hell 
will be cast into the lake of fire. See 
Rev. 20:13, 14. 

Then again souls can hear, talk, see 
and possibly wear clothes. Rev. 7:9, 10. 
“And when he had opened the fifth seal 
I saw under the altar the souls (not 
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bodies) of them that were slain for the 
word of God, and for the testimony which 
they held. And white robes\were given 
unto every one of them.” What I am 
proving is that a soul can be blessed or 
tormented without a body, then if this 
be so it could be that the second death of 
Rev. 21:8 would be losing the resurrect- 
ed body, as we lose the body here when 
we die and not the soul, for it lives on. 
It is immortal and lives on somewhere. 
Anyway, the Bible teaches’. everlasting 
punishment to the wicked and whatever 
part that punishes will consist of five 
senses. So dear reader, it behooves you 
and me to prepare for the glorious resur- 
rection prepared for His children. If I 
never see you in this life, I hope to see 
you with the resurrected body on that 
great Easter day. May the grace of God 
and the communion of the Holy Ghost 
be with you all. Amen,

The preaching was ex- 
cellent and it seemed that everybody was 
at their best and willing to work at any 
place and do anything their hands could 
find to do. This is said to be the greatest 
camp meeting in the history of the 


church, and hundreds of people received 
the Holy Ghost. It was estimated one 
night that there were 250 in the altar. I 
walked out of the shed one night and on 
looking back the whole thing seemed to 


be a ball of fire. I never witnessed as 
beautiful a scene in all my life. The roar 
of the voices sounded like many waters, 
as the people prayed thru to victory. One 
afternoon they had the call of the dis- 
tricts. I declare to you the representation 
was as large as most any one state at 
the Assembly. It was just simply a young 
General Assembly. The glory and power 
that accompanied this meeting will be 
long remembered by those loyal people of 
Florida. Brother E. W. Williams is a won- 
derful leader and has proven himself to be 
a good overseer, and I am sure that Flo- 
rida highly appreciates him. 

Next we went to the state of Montana, 
which is over two thousand miles. The 
convention convened at Big Timber, 
Mont., under the supervision of Robert 
R. Seyda. The work is small but Brother 
Seyda has proven himself to be a good 
leader and the work is taking on new 
life. This was one of the deepest spiritual 
meetings we have visited this year. Ev- 
eryone seemed to be so humble and pray- 
erful. God’s power was manifested in a 
wonderful way, many seekers were at the 
altar, and for several nights they prayed 
all night. The mayor issued orders for 
them to stop at 12:00 o’clock. They tried 
to respect the mayor in his position, but 
it seemed almost impossible to stop them 
from seeking the Lord. This was a glo- 
rious time, and will be long remembered 
by those who attended. Several received 
the blessed baptism. Among the number 
was a deaf anad dumb woman, and she 
sang for us several times with her hands 
(as the deaf and dumb are taught to do). 

Our next visit was to North Dakota. 
The Assembly convened at Minot, under 
the supervision of Brother Paul H. Walk- 
er. North Dakota has been carefully 
handled and Brother Walker has proven 
himself very efficient in his work as an 
overseer. This convention was full of fire 
and victory. The curling ring would have 
seated approximately six thousand people. 
Some of this was used for camping on 
either side (the center being seated for 
the meeting). It was estimated that over 
two hundred were in the altar many 
nights. I could not describe the power 
and glory that fell at this place. North 
Dakota, Canada and South Dakota were 
represented at this convention. Brother 
David Boatwright, who is overseer of 
Minnesota, also visited this convention 
with a number of his members from that 
state. Brother Boatwright has done ex- 
ceedingly well this year and the pros- 
pects for the work in Minnesota is en- 
couraging. He has had d‘fficulty in push- 
ing the work, as there was no support be- 
hind them and he was forced to take a 
pastorate just across the line in North 
Dakota. We highly appreciate the good 
work of Brother Walker and also Brother 
Boatwright. 

From North Dakota we went to Logan, 


West Virginia. This was quite a trip 
across the country, which was enjoyed by 
our party. When we arrived in Logan 
there we met Brother Scoggins and those 
associated with him in the work. This 
was a well planned convention; the 
preaching was extra good. The fire and 
victory was there in every service. I am 
sure this wonderful convention was en- 
joyed by all who had the pleasure of at- 
tending. West Virginia is an extra good 
state, and there are thousands of loyal 
soldiers for Jesus Christ, and members 
of the Church of God, who are willing to 
sacrifice and do anything in their power 
for the salvation of the lost. 

From West Virginia we attended the 
meeting in South Carolina. This conven- 
tion convened at Greenville under the su- 
pervision of H. L. Whittington at Brother 
Zeno C. Tharp’s new church. This is a 
very large brick church, seats twelve hun- 
dred. Of course, they could not begin to 
accommodate the people at night. In day 
time the building was practically filled. 
Those S. Carolina preachers can preach 
the gospel in the good old fashioned way. 
There we met the Bible School Quartet 
No. 2, which certainly did some good 
singing. This was enjoyed by all present. 
Brother Whittington is a natural born 
leader and everybody loves him and he 
is full of zeal and love for God. Brother 
Tharp, as a pastor, heads the list, in put- 
ting things over, and has the largest con- 
gregation of any church in the entire As- 
sembly. We certainly enjoyed this Assem- 
bly. South Carolina is coming to the 
front. 

Our next trip was to Ohio. This Assem- 
bly convened in Akron under the super- 
vision of Brother E. Haynes. The build- 
ing in Akron is a large tabernacle, and 
was full in day time and only about hatf 
the crowd could get in at night. Many 
visiting brethren from other states were 
in attendance. This convention was also 
full of fire, victory and glory. It seem’ d 
that every preacher was at his best. 
Brother Haynes is a careful, conservative 
leader, and one of which I am sure the 
Church is proud. We started in with a 
whirlwind of God’s glory and the conven- 
tion closed with great victory and power. 
Brother Earl Paulk preached the closing 
sermon on “The Godhead,” and O how 
the people did enjoy it. Someone asxed 
me a few days ago what did I consider 
to be the best convention this year and I 
told them the last one I attended. 

I haven’t words to express my appre- 
ciation for the loyal ministry and for 
their untiring services. Even tho’ fi- 
nance has been scarce and many of them 
have suffered, they haven’t failed to do 
their duty as ministers. The greatest re- 
vivals the church has ever had has been 
this year. Let us double our diligence 
and do our best until Jesus comes. With 
best wishes to all, I remain, your humble 
servant.

new dispensation has been launched. A 
broadcast invitation is being heralded to 
all the peoples of the earth to obtain re- 
lease from their fallen and sinful condi- 
tion simply for the asking. This is the 
preaching of the gospel of salvation. It is 
addressed to every living soul. “Ho EV- 
ERYONE that thirsteth come ye to the 
waters, and he that hath no money; come 
ye, buy and eat: yea, come buy wine and 
milk without money and wi-hout price.” 
Isa. 55:1. “Let him that is athirst come. 
and WHOSOEVER WILL let him take the 
water of life freely.” Rev. 22:17. “Core 
unto me ALL ye that labour and are 
heavy laden and I will give you rest.” 
Matt. 11:28. “For God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten son that 
WHOSOEVER believeth on him _ should 
not perish but have everlasting life.” Jno. 
3:16. “The people which set in darkness 
saw great light; and to them which set 
in the region and shadow of death light 
is sprung up.” The grace of God which 
bringeth salvation hath appeared UNTO 
ALL MEN, teaching us that denying un- 
godliness and worldly lusts we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly in 
this present world.” Titus 1:14. Deliver- 
ance from the results, power and penal- 
ty of sin may be had for the asxingz. 
Those who do not accept the salvation 
so freely offered to them in this era of 
grace, will never be able to say God was 
unwilling to reconcile them. He would be 
under no obligation to do so, but has 


undertaken reconciliation for His mercy’s 
sake and His own name’s glory. The un- 
willingness is altogether upon the part 


of the sinner. “If we confess our sins he 
is faithful and just to forgive us our sin 
and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” 1 John 1:9. The prophet looked 
forward to the day of grace and said, “In 
that day thou shalt say, O Lord, I will 
praise thee: THOUGH THOU WAST 
ANGRY WITH ME THINE ANGER IS 
TURNED AWAY, and thou comfortedst 
me. Behold God is my salvation; I will 
trust and not be afraid: for the Lord Je- 
hovah is my strength and my song; * * * 
Therefore with joy shall ye draw water 
out of the wells of salvation.” Isa. 12:1-3. 
This uncompelled bestowal of the un- 
merited favor of God effecting the recon- 
ciliation of the lost, we call GRACE. It 
seems that the least response the Lord 
should get to this marvelous revelation of 
His love would be a grateful acceptance 
of His pardoning and reconciling mercy. 
The acceptance of Salvation involves ac- 
knowledgement of guilt, desire and will- 
ingness to forsake sin, and the humble at- 
titude of the suppliant for mercy. Pride, 
self-will, and self-righteousness embeded 
deeply in the hardened heart of humanity 
prevent a large acceptance of salvation 
even as a free gift. The disciples asked 
Jesus, “Are there few that be saved?” 
He answered, “Strive to enter in at the 
straight gate, for many I say unto you 
will seek (wish) to enter in and shall 
not be able.” 

The doctrine and exaniples of grace 
run through the inspired writings as a 
conspicious thread in a weaving. It is 
founded in the sovereign right of the Cre- 
ator to reject and destroy or accept and 
redeem the work of His hands as He 
wills. Paul gives us an outstanding ex- 
ample of the working grace in the case 
of Esau and Jacob. Rom. 9:11-13. “For 
the children being not yet born neither 
having done any good or evil that the 
purpose of God according to election 
might stand. Not of works but of him 
that calleth. It was said, * * * the 
elder shall serve the younger. By natur- 
al right Esau being the elder son would 
have received the birthright and family 
blessing. The younger son had no natural 
title to this heritage. Yet to show his ab- 
solute authority in giving to whom he 
will and withholding from whom he will 
the Lord said, “The elder shall serve the 
younger,” accepting and bestowing the 
blessing upon the younger, Jacob, while 
rejecting and despising the claims of the 
elder shal! serve the younger.” By natur- 
truth; this same order of rejecting and 
despising the firstborn who was in eact!: 
ease naturally entitled to the inheritance 
and accepting and bestowing the birth- 
right upon the younger who had no nat- 
ural title to it, is consistently carried out 
throughout the Bible, revealing that God 
will accept or reject whom He will with- 
out regard to parentage, natural title, or 
common order. Rom. 9:8. “Therefore 
hath he mercy upon whom he will have 
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mercy and whom he will he hardeneth.” 
Cain was an elder son, yet it was Abel 
whose offerings were accepted (Gen. 4:14- 
5). When Abel was slain the favor was 
transferred to Seth, a still younger son. 
Ishmael, the firstborn and natural heir of 
Abraham, was driven out and Isaac the 
younger son and child of promise re- 
ceived the birthright (Gen. 17:20-21). 
Isaac passed the blessing on to Jacob 
who was his youngest son, Esau the elder 
being disregarded (Gen. 2:7). When it 
came time for Jacob to pass the blessing 
on, his ten older sons were disregarded 
and the blessing was given to the young- 
est of the two sons of Joseph, whu were 
Ephraim and Manesseh. Wher Joseph 
brought these two sons before his father, 
Jacob deliberately crossed his hands let- 
ting his right hand rest upon the head of 
the younger, Ephraim, (Gen. 48:14). Re- 
marxable wasn’t it? The seven older sons 
of Jesse were passed over and the young 
stripling David was chosen by the Lord 
for honor (1 Sam. 16:10-13). The Jews 
declared their rights to the kingdom of 
God because they were the posterity of 
Abraham and as such were the natural 
heirs (John 8:39). Harlots and publicans 
who had no natural claims, by grace 
pressed into the kingdom before them 
(Matt. 21:31). In the parable of the 
prodigal son, the elder son did not re- 


ceive honor but the younger _ son, 
though most unworthy, received 
favor. The first man Adam_ was 


formed to have dominion over natural 
creation but he fell. The, “second man 
Adam,” the Lord from heaven, (1 Cor. 
15:45-50), will subdue all things to God 
and receive honor. Those who claim to see 
no evidence of inspiration in the Bible 
might be asked to explain how it has 
happened that this order has been so 
consistently carried out through God’s 
Book. Remember that the Bible was 
revealed through some forty different 
human instruments, most of whom never 
saw each other, as the work was con- 
tinued through a period of more than fif- 
teen hundred years before being finally 
compiled by those inspired to undertake 
this work. 

Reader, how will you respond to the 
grace now so freely offered to ALL? Will 
you humble yourself as a penitent unde- 
serving sinner and sue for mercy as it is 
exhibited in the dying Christ, or proudly 
pass it by? A broken and a contrite 
heart He will not despise.

SCHOOL 


T is now time for old Kentucky to do 
{ something for the Church of God 
Bible Training School. As an Ex-student 
and overseer of the state it is hard for 
me to confess to the fact that the great 
state of Kentucky was not represented in 
the School last year. This state has a 
membership of about 2600 members, 
many of whom are young men and wo- 
men who could and would do a great 
work for the Master if they could only 
get a few months training in this wonder- 
ful school.

So “Happy 
Tom” is now conducting a revival in the 
Auditorium. I cannot think of a better 
investment one could make than to con- 
tribute to a fund to educate this talented 
man, and not him only but we should be 
able to send even more than Brother 
Brooks. Brother Brooks has_ his house 
built on a Ford Truck so he expects to 
drive up and park at the School and be 
at home throughout the term, so he can 
use such things as hams, canned fruit, 
and vegetables, etc.

And I will suggest 
that the pastor. or some one_ selected, 
make a talk on the Bible School and 
boost the offering on this particular Sun- 
day. Each bishop, evangelist, deacon, and 
exhorter will be expected to pay $1.90 
each into this fund between now and 
Christmas. This Fund should be started at 
once and I am insisting on each of our 
Churches giving one Sunday night offer- 
ing to this fund between now and the 
Assembly.
